jhospitals. The matter of pro- 
jviding this care is up to indi- 
vidual doctors. We go almost 
entirely on their recommenda- 
tions.”

date of their “smiling” policy in 
international affairs, the Kremlin 
Jeaders have good reason to preen 
themselves. Within a few months 
of putting their plan to work, they 
have achieved successes which Joseph 
Stalin, with his program of blood and 
belligerency, completely failed to 
gain. 

For instance, by shipping swords 
rather than rattling them, Mr. Khru- 
shchev and his partners now have 
won themselves a place in Middle 
East affairs which for centuries had 
euded Russia's rulers. Stalin's mili- 
tary adventures in Greece did not 
gain him such a position. They 
merely roused the United States to 
an effective program of aid to for- 
eign allies threatened by communism. 
His experiment with armed revolt 
in Azerbaijan likewise brought no- 
thing but renewed opposition from 
the West. 

But the undercover work of Mos- 
cow representatives planted in Egypt 
arms, and advisers, from behind the 
Iron Curtain. By so simple a step 
did Russia sway the precarious 
balance in the Middle East and win 
itself a vote in future discussions of 
how that balance should be pre- 
served 

The recent London talks added 
confirmation of Soviet authority. 
Summing up the meetings, Prime 
Minister Eden noted that “We both 
(Britain and Russia) want to try to 
bring about a settlement of the con- 
flict between Israel and her Arab 
neighbors We know that we 
and our Soviet guests share this 

When Russia declared that war 
must be prevented in. the Arab-Is- 
raeli quarter and urged the quarrel- 
ing countries to maintain the peace, 
a sigh of relief was heard around the 
globe. The pronouncement did not 
guarantee peace, but it made peace 
much more likely. Then, with the 
Middle’ East dispute placed in the 
jurisdiction of the U.N. Security 
Council, largely on United States 
urging, the Soviet Union automatic- 
ally stepped into the picture with a 
seat at the Council table and a veto 
te use when it suits Moscow’s pur- 
poses. 

Stalin's threats in Europe, voiced 
and implied, produced NATO, a west- 
ern European defence plan and a re- 
armed West Germany. While the 
danger was greatest Western de- 
fence proceeded apace. ‘The added 
impetus of the Korean war, to which 


Stalin sent equipment and advisers if 
not combat troops, speeded the 
process. 

But now, within a comparatively 
few months, the Khrushchev policy 
of winning friends and influencing 
people has paid big dividends. Euro- 
pean NATO partners are finding it 


increasingly onerous to provide men | 


and money for NATO defences. 
NATO leaders plan to invoke the 
non-military aspects of the organiza- 
tion in order to keep it alive and 
functioning and ready for emergen- 
cies. 

And all this melting of the ice, 
incredibly enough, has taken place 
without any diminution 
strength. Indeed, that strength has 
been immeasurably increased by 
Russia's attainment of nuclear 
weapons and advances in long-range 
bombing facilities 

The Red Army as large as 
ever, perhaps larger. The Soviet air 
force is expanding; the navy, parti- 
eularly the submarine fleet is being 
increased. Yet the fact that a few 
visitors have been admitted to So- 
viet territory, a few toasts drunk, a 
few genial platitudes exchanged, has 
for many Westerners given the future 
a rosy glow

The Westerner’s ingrained desire 
for peace, his reluctance to live in 
an armed camp for an _ indefinite 
period, are conducive to a ready ac- 
ceptance of peaceable overtures 
from abroad. But men such as Sir 
Anthony Eden, Mr. Lester | 
President Eisenhower, do not forget 
the facts behind the Russian smiles. 
For this reason they advise caution; 
they see our safest course as friendli- 
ness from a position of strength 

They do not, of course, envision 
Russia as plotting an immediate 
even an early future, war. Other 
factors have entered the picture 
which would have restrained even a 
war-mad maniac such as Adolf Hit- 
ler. The H-bomb and the long-range 
bomber have made war an extremely 
hazardous implement of international 
policy. The inter-continental missile 
with nuclear warhead will make it 
even more so—perhaps make wal 
definitely suicidal 

But peaceful co-existence, in a 
world divided by ideologies, will have 
its own dangers. The West’s prob- 
lem must be to remain vigilant over 
a long term while still retaining its 
democratic ideals—a problem of in- 
ternal organization and co-operation 
which will tax leadership and public 
alike

CCORDING TO UNITED 

States figures—and they are not 
supported by Canadian totals be- 
cause this country apparently doesn't 
keep a tally—282,000 Canadians took 
up residence in the U.S. during the 
last 10 years, while 90,909 Ameri- 
cans made their homes in Canada 

It has been a well-established fact 
in postwar years that many immi- 
grants to this country have used it 
only as a stopping place on the way 
to the United States. But their num- 
ber—40,800 in the nine years from 
1946 to 1954—is but a fraction of 
the total. 

The figures produced by the 
United States Embassy in Ottawa in- 
dicate a leveling off in the immigra- 
tion both ways across the border 
The totals, however, show a highly 
adverse balance to Canada 


The survey is admittedly incom- 
plete, yet even as it stands, the condi- 
tions it discloses are unexpected 
During Canada’s great postwar 
boom, continuing up to the present, 
this country’s population has 
mounting by leaps and bounds, has 
indeed, exceeded the rate of any 
other country in the world. Particu- 
larly in British Columbia, new de- 
velopment has called for, and re- 
ceived, new manpower. Yet with all 
this expansion, if the U.S. figures are 
correct, we are losing some of our 
own people 

In the light of this disclosure, it 
might be well to check once again 
the reports of recent years that more

What Causes Sweat on 
Car Windows? 

That dewy moisture comes from 
the air. Warm air is always thirsty. 
It drinks up water in the form of 
vapor gas. When the air cools it 
losés its thirst. It gives back the 
vapor in the form of drops of 
water, The sweat on the car 
windows comes from this. 

Sometimes the windows steam up 
on the inside. This is when the 
inside of the car is very warm— 
warmer than the outdoors. The 
air drinks up whateva moisture it 
can find. It evaporates the per- 
spiration from your body and turns 
it into vapor gas. There is always 
a little moisture in the air you 
breathe out. The thirsty air grabs 
this, too 

The glass windows are cooler 
than the hot inside of the car. THe 
air that touches them is cooled off. 
When this happens, it sets down 
some of its vapor in the form of 
water droplets—it sweats on the 
cool glass 

The opposite may happen if the 
inside of the car is cooler than the 
outdoors, Warm air, full of vapor, 
touches the cool glass on the out- 
side. It cools off and drops some 
of its vapor as dewy moisture. The 
outside of the car windows become 
covered with sweat
